CHANGES IN THE TILLAGE AREA. 

The total area of corn and green crops, including flax and 
fiuit, amounted in 1912 to 2,357,969 acres as compared wit-h 
2,348,821 acres in 1911, an increase of 9,148 acres or 0-4 per cent. 
There are increases in Leinster of 9,734 acres or 1-6 per cent., in 
Munster of 2,891 acres or 0-6 per cent., and in Ulster of 841 acres 
or 0-1 per cent. There is a decrease in Connaught of 4,318 acres 
or 1-5 per cent.

Wheat. — There is a decrease of 211 acres or 0-5 per cent, 
in the total area under wheat. There are increases of 391 acres 
in Leinster, 213 acres in Munster, and 295 acres in Connaught, 
and a decrease of 1,110 acres in Ulster. 
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Oats. — There is an increase of 5,736 acres or 0-6 per cent, in 
the total area under oats. There is an increase of 10,379 acres, 
in Ulster, with decreases of 721 acres in Leinster, 1,073 acres in 
Munster, and 2,849 acres in Connaught. As against the increase 
in the area under oats in Ulster this province has a large decrease 
this year in the area sown under flax. The counties in which 
an increase in oats is seen are Dublin, Kilkenny, King’s, Louth, 
Meath, Cork, Waterford, Antrim, Armagh, Down, Fermanagh, 
Londonderry, Monaghan, and Tyrone. 

Barley and Bere. — There is an increase of 7,186 acres or 4-5 
per cent, in the total area of barley and bere. In Leinster the 
acreage has increased from 110,770 acres to 115,857 awes, an 
increase of 5,087 acres or 4-6 per cent.— the increase in the 
acreage being considerable in Kildare, Kilkenny and Wexford. 
In Munster the acreage in 1912 amounts to 41,259 acres as 
compared with 40,200 acres in 1912, an increase of 1,059 acres 
or 2-6 per cent. The increase has taken place principally in 
Tipperary. In Ulster the area of barley and bere in 1912 is 
4,250 acres, as compared with 3,275 acres in 1911, an increase 
of 975 acres or 29-8 per cent. In Connaught the acreage in 1912 
amounts to 4,000 acres as compared with 3,935 acres in 1911, 
an increase of 65 acres or 1-7 per cent. 

Rye. — There is a decrease of 1,261 acres or 14-0 per cent, in 
the total area of rye. There are decreases of 149 acres in Leinster, 
397 acres in Munster, 110 acres in Ulster and 605 acres in 
Connaught. 

Beans and Pease. — There is a decrease of 284 acres or 14-3 
per cent, in the total area of beans and pease. The area of 
beans in 1912 is 1,421 acres as compared with 1,683 acres in 
1911, a decrease of 262 acres. The total area of pease in 1912 
is 279 acres as compared with 301 acres in 1911, a decrease of 
22 acres.

Potatoes. — The total area of potatoes in 1912 is 595,218 acres 
as compared with 591,259 acres in 1911, an increase of 3,959 
acres or 0-7 per cent. There are increases in Leinster of 
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876 acres and in Ulster of 5,670 acres, whilst there are decreases 
in Munster of 1,146 acres and in Connaught of 1,441 acres. 

Turnips. — The total area of turnips in 1912 amounts to 
271,761 acres as compared with 270,805 acres in 1911— an 
increase of 956 acres or 0-4 per cent. There are increases of 
1,849 acres in Leinster, andl,509 acres in Munster, and decreases 
of 2,210 acres in Ulster, and 192 acres in Connaught. 

Mangels and Beet Root. — The area of mangels and beet 
root in 1912 is 81,690 acres as compared with 77,857 acres in 
1911 — an increase of 3,833 acres or 4-9 per cent. 

There are increases of 1,684 acres in Leinster, 1,848 acres in 
Munster, 183 acres in Ulster, and 118 acres in Connaught. 

Cabbage. — The area of cabbage in 1912 is 37,980 acres as 
compared with 37,281 acres in 1911, an increase of 699 acres 
or 1-9 per cent. There are increases of 570 acres in Leinster, 
and 686 acres in Munster, and decreases of 479 acres in Ulster 
and 78 acres in Connaught. 

Minor Green Crops. — The area under carrots has decreased 
by 112 acres, that under parsnips by 45 acres, and that under 
vetches by 309 acres. There is an increase of 168 acres in rape. 
11 Other Green Crops,” i.e., such as are not specified among the 
foregoing, show a decrease amounting to 748 acres. 

FLAX. 

The area under flax is 54,917 acres in 1912 as compared with 
66,618 acres in 1911 — a decrease of 11,701 acres or 17-6 per 
cent. The decrease is general throughout most of the flax- 
growing counties. In Antrim there is a decrease of 2,409 acres, 
in Armagh of 213 acres, in Donegal of 1,345 acres, in Down of 
4,619 acres, in Londonderry of 2,037 acres, and in Tyrone of 
1,234 acres. There is an increase of 121 acres in Monaghan. 

FRUIT. 

The total area of fruit is returned in 1912 at 15,327 acres as 
compared with 14,045 acres in 1911 — an increase of 1,282 acres 
or 9-1 per cent. There are increases in all the four provinces. 

SUMMARY OF CROPS BY PROVINCES. 

The following summary shows the main changes in the area 
of corn and green crops, flax, and fruit, by provinces • — 

In Leinster the area under corn crops increased by 4,480 
acres. There is an increase of 391 acres in wheat, and of 5,087 
acres in barley, and a decrease of 721 acres in oats. In green 
crops there is a net increase of 5,027 acres. There is an increase 
of 876 acres in potatoes, of 1,849 acres in turnips, of 1,684 in 
mangels and beet root, and of 570 in cabbage. The area of fruit 
shows an increase of 229 acres. 
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In Munster the area under corn crops has decreased by 210 
acres, there being an increase in wheat of 213 acres, and in 
barley and here of 1,059 acres. There is a decrease in oats of 
1,073 acres and in rye of 397 acres. In green crops there is a 
net increase of 2,935 acres ; turnips increased by 1,509 acres, 
mangels and beet root by 1,848 acres, and cabbage by 686 acres. 
There is a decrease of 1,146 acres in potatoes. The minor green 
crops show fluctuations, some increasing, others decreasing. 
There is a decrease of 14 acres in the area under flax, and an 
increase of 180 acres in the area under fruit. 

In Ulster the area under corn crops has increased by 9,983 
acres. Wheat has decreased by 1,110 acres. There is an increase 
in oats of 10,379 acres, and in barley and bere of 975 acres. 
In green crops there is a net increase of 1,713 acres. Potatoes 
increased by 5,670 acres, mangels and beet root by 183 acres. 
There are decreases in turnips of 2,210 acres, and in cabbage of 
479 acres. 

The area under flax is returned in 1912 as 54,446 acres as 
compared with 66,143 acres in 1911, a decrease of 11,697 acres. 
In fruit there is an increase of 842 acres. 

In Connaught the area under corn crops has decreased by 
3,087 acres. There is an increase of 295 acres in wheat, and 
of 65 acres in barley and bere, and a decrease of 2,849 acres in 
oats, and of 605 acres in rye. In green crops there is a decrease 
of 1,274 acres. There is a decrease of 1,441 acres in potatoes, 
of 192 acres in turnips and of 78 acres in cabbage, and an in- 
crease of 118 acres in mangels and beet. Fruit has increased 
by 31 acres.

PASTURE. 

The area of pasture, including mountain grazing, is returned 
as 12,418,867 acres in 1912, as compared with 12,430,798 acres 
in 1911— a decrease of 11,931 acres. When considering these 
figures of pasture area it should be remembered always that there 
are certain areas which it is difficult to classify, and which one 
year may be returned as “ grazed ” land, and another year may 
be returned as turf bog or barren mountain ; but the grazing 
value of these areas is small. The important increase or decrease 
in pasture is best measured by the extent to which the area of 
crops and of hay has decreased or increased, for in such a 
statistical inquiry as is being dealt with here the extent of the 
area under crops can be more exactly determined than the area 
of grazing land.

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Horses, Mules, Asses. — The total number of horses has 
increased by 1,201. There is an increase in Munster of 1,322 ; 
and in Connaught of 1,423, 'with decreases of 1,052 in Leinster 
and 492 in Ulster. The total number of mules and jennets 
has decreased by 829. The number of asses has decreased by 
2,916. 

Cattle. — The total number of cattle shows an increase of 
136,778. There is an increase in Leinster of 16,740, in Munster 
of 57,881, in Ulster of 47,173, and in Connaught of 14,984. 
The total number of cattle is the highest yet recorded. 

(1) The number of milch cows, including heifers-in-calf, is 
1,598,986, showing an increase of 33,568 as compared with 
1911. There is an increase in Leinster of 1,530, in Munster of 
16,299, in Ulster of 10,278, and in Connaught of 5,461. The 
total number of milch cows (including heifers-in-calf) is the 
highest on record since 1860. 

(2) As regards other cattle there is an increase of 39,759 in 
calves, of 51,205 in cattle one year old and under two years, 
and of 12,246 in cattle (including bulls) two years old and 
upwards. The increase in the number of calves is general 
throughout the four provinces ; so also is the increase in the 
number of cattle one year old and under two years. The re- 
mainder of the cattle show an increase in Munster, Ulster and 
Connaught, but a decrease in Leinster. 

Sheep. — The total number of sheep is returned in 1912 at 
3,828,829, being a decrease of 78,607 as compared with 1911. 
There are decreases amounting to 50,705 in Leinster, 37,774 in 
Munster, and 927 in Ulster, with an increase of 10,799 in 
Connaught. 

Pigs. — The total number of pigs has decreased by 91,162. 
There are decreases of 22,325 in Leinster ; 19,982 in Munster ; 
44,848 in Ulster, and 4,007 in Connaught. 

Goats. — There is a decrease of 5,752 in the number of goats. 
There is an increase of 151 in Leinster, and of 1,979 in Ulster. 
There is a decrease of 4,813 in Munster and of 3,069 in Connaught. 

Poultry. — The number of poultry returned in 1912 amounts 
to 25,525,724 as compared with 25,447,801 in 1911, showing an 
increase of 77,923 in 1912. In Leinster the number returned 
is 5,163,112, in Munster 6,013,958, in Ulster 9,601,113, and in 
Connaught 4,747,541. There are increases of 71,405 in Munster 
and 74,766 in Connaught, and decreases of 543 in Leinster and 
67,705 in Ulster.
